Denby Resigns: 
_ Invites Probe 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—FoHowing 
is the text of Secretary Denby's state- 
ment regarding his resignation: 

“My reasons for resigning are 
get forth in my letter of yesterday 
to the President. My resignation 13 
to take effect March. 10, which 
‘gives ‘plenty of time for impeach- 
ment proceedings to be begun. 
Therefore, any one who ‘says tiat 
I am. resigning. for. fear .of im- 
peachment simply lies. '
